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FOREWORD 


When the first gravestones in this collection were copied, in my ignorance, 

I thought that all that was needed was to copy the pertinent ones. After a 
few hundred "pertinent ones", and many trips back to the same cemeteries, 

I gave up and copied everything. 

About twenty years ago, on a business trip with my husband to Biloxi, 
Mississippi, his company required his presence at morning seminars with the 
home office people. The company required nothing of the wives except that 
they be charming and enjoy themselves. When the men came out of the 
first meeting, one of them said, "I’ll go rescue my wife from the pool area 
before she blisters." Another said, "I’m going to rescue my credit card. It 
is probably limp by now." They turned to my husband and said, "Where 
do you think Jessie is?" Without hesitation, he replied, "In the nearest 
cemetery." And I was ... I had never seen people buried in layers before! 

Many interesting living people can be met in cemeteries and much 
genealogical information can be exchanged. Reading a graveyard can be 
more engrossing than a book. Love, devotion, heartbreak, neglect and 
loyalty are there for all to see. 

There are as many ways to copy a grave marker as there are burying 
grounds. Some are overgrown and infestation with chiggers and ticks is 
assured. Many are carefully maintained and show family devotion through 
the years. Some are very difficult to find and some land owners are not 
thrilled by having visitors on their land. Some land owners are thoroughly 
hostile while others are pleased that you remember their people. 

During the various visits, I was escorted by barking dogs who regarded me 
with unbelief when I spoke "baby talk" to them, a group of about a dozen 
teen-age boys who interrupted a ball game to show me some hidden graves 
and a U.S. Army corporal equipped with billy club and sidearms. 

Before publishing this book, I had indexed the cemeteries I recorded and 
found it to be worthwhile because I was able to assist many persons in 
finding their people. I only wish I had done it much sooner when persons 
were living because they could have helped me in identifying the many 
unmarked graves.

SMITH CEMETERY #2 


This private cemetery was copied on 4 Mar 1966. It is behind 338 Wythe 
Creek Road in Poquoson and must be reached by Brickhouse Road. It is 
on one of the earliest land grants in the area and a memorial service is 
held there each year in May. It is always immaculate. A notable feature 
not found elsewhere in the area is the "mound" containing the remains of 
several individuals. It was redone recently keeping to the original pattern. 
On the evidence found, it appears that six individuals are interred. Walter 
Martin is listed on the plaque and his wife, Uphany (Linton) Martin is buried 
in Weston Cemetery beside her sister. She died in 1887.

This church was organized in 1882 and has always existed in its present 
location at the corner of Church Road and Poquoson Avenue in Poquoson, 
Virginia. When the Church Road educational building was planned in the 
early 1930’s, families with persons buried in the churchyard area that would 
be covered by the new building, had the option of removal to Weston or 
Eastern Cemeteries. Those who remained in their original space had their 
names inscribed on a plaque to be hung in the church hallway.

E. Quinne shown in the photograph.

This large community cemetery is supported primarily by the membership of 
Trinity United Methodist Church, 1294 Poquoson Avenue, in Poquoson, 
Virginia. Usually called "Western" by old-timers, the correct designation is 
"Weston" since William Weston, whose land bordered the graveyard, sold 
property to the trustees with the stipulation that it be henceforth called 
"Weston", to which the trustees agreed. The cemetery itself is located on 
the right-hand side of Poquoson Avenue in the 1400 block. The general 
area of this graveyard is indicated as "the family burying ground" in the will 
of a Parsons family member. An old round field stone which has now 
disappeared carried the inscription: "M. P. 1798". It is believed that this 
was the marker for Martha Holloway Parsons. In copying, I started with 
area No. 1 (WCI) at the center land and worked southward to the fence 
(now gone). I then stepped forward and copied the line back to the center 
lane. This helped me locate an individual grave when needed later. 

These names were copied in 1967 with a few added since. 

For convenience, this cemetery is divided into four sections as follows: 

No. 1 (WCI) - the "old" part beginning with Wilbur M. Forrest on the left 
side of the center land through the cemetery. 

No. 2 (WC2) - begins opposite Wilbur M. Forrest on the right side of the 
lane. This is the oldest, section of all. 

No. 3 (WC3) - Private plots between Section 1 and the street. 

No. 4 (WC4) - Graves between No. 1 and the street including both private 
plots and general burial areas.

He was a delightful young man and helped 
me clear off the stones for copying. I don’t have the nerve now twenty 
years later to suggest that I might take pictures. I was braver on 4 August 
1970 when I persisted.
